WINCHESTER, Ind. (UPI) —

The counciimen, according to 
observers, have turned their at­ 
tention, at least momentarily, to 
problems of getting the town’s 
garbage- and. trash collected and 
disposed since deciding a pri­ 
vate firm that had been employ­ 
ed to do it was too expensive. 
The council is now consider­ 
ing possible city purchase of a 
compactor for collection and 
apparently has devoted little 
1imo to the impasse over the 
ordinance.

INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) - The 
Indiana Legislature consistently 
has defeated bills to legalize 
horse-race betting and results of 
a poll among 1974 lawmakers 
show a majority still opposed. 
But a question in the annual 
poll conducted by United Press 
International shows a gain in 
support over the same question 
in the 1972 poll of 1973 .Legis­ 
lature members. To the ques­ 
tion: “If you were voting to­ 
day on your personal convic­ 
tions, would you vote for or 
against pari-mutuel horse race 
betting?” these were the re­ 
sults; 
A. total of 49 lawmakers favor­ 
ed such legalized betting, 63 
were opposed and seven unde­ 
cided. A year ago, the same 


question also was on the poll. 
Then the vote was 36 in favor, 
72 against and five undecided. 
In a breakdown of the 1974 
legislators’ replies, only t h e 
minority House Democrats were 
in favor. Senate Republicans op»- 
posed such betting 15-9, Senate 
Democrats, 8-5 and House Re­ 
publicans 36-17. But House De­ 
mocrats voted 18 in favor of 
horse race betting to f o u r 
against. A bill already has been 
introduced for this session in the 
House on pari-mutuel betting. 
The only success such propos­ 
ed legislation ever had was a 
non-binding referendum provis­ 
ion enacted by the 1967 Legis­ 
lature and conducted during the 
1968 general election. It showed 
an over all state result in oppo­ 
sition to pari-mutuel betting but 


did show several urban counties 
were in favor. 
In the 1971 session the peren­ 
nial pari-mutuel betting bill had 
some prestige backing from Ma­ 
rion County, one of the counties 
that showed a majority in favor 
of the legislation in the referen­ 
dum. But despite the 66 p e r 
cent Marion County voter appro­ 
val results in the referendum, 
the bill never suvived. 
In general, the backers of 
horse-race betting argue t h a t 
the betting is going on illegally 
anyway and the Indiana State 
Fair and county fairs that fea­ 
ture horse racing could benefit 
if it were legalized. 
The opponents maintain that 
such legalized betting would in­ 
crease crime and wouldn’t bring 
in enough money to make the 
undertaking worth while.

uPraying always with all prayer 
and supplication in the Spirit:” 
(Ephesians 6:18) 
Jesus Christ and His apostles made it 
clear both by practice and precept that 
prayer was difficult business.

It is no task for the 
coward. There are some reasons why the 
exercise of prayer is difficult.
